In Southern Sector the French Are Bearing 
the Brunt of the Violent Thrust of the 
Onslaught—Foe Was Repulsed. 


By the Associated Press. 
The Germans striking south from 
the 
Chemin 
des 
Dames, after 
carrying that important ridge in the opening of their new offensive 
yesterday, have pushed on 
rapidly and effected a crossing of the 
Aisne river between Vailly and Berry-au Bac. 
This represents a front cf nearly twenty miles along which the 
armies of the crown prince engaged in this great drive have crossed 
the Aisne. 
In addition they apparently have pushed at points some 
distance south of the river ana are striking for the river Vesle. which 
parallels the Aisne along the greater part of this front at an average 
distance of about five miles. 
The Vsle at its most southerly point 
in this sector is about ten miles from the German point of departure, 
but the German penetration is apparently short of this depth. 
The 
battle continues fiercely along the whole Aisne 
front 
today, 
the 
brunt being borne by the French, before whose 
lines 
there 
was 
seemingly the greatest concentration. 
The French communications 
are excellent in this sector and the probability is reserves are being 
sent up to the threatened place. 
The Butish, when the battle started, apparently were hohling a 
line approximately twelve miles between

There is no indication that the British right flank was 
materially affected. 
The left flank, however, felt the effect of the im 
pact on the French front further west, where a crossing of the Aisne 
was forced, and the Bi itish left was obliged to fall back in conform 
ity.

The German attack Ai Liar dc s was evidently a subsidiary affair, 
although there was an extremely heavy concentration of troops tor the 
limited front attack. 
The French broke the brunt of this blow and 
repulsed it, the Germans succeeding in pushing in but half a mile at 
Lickebusch. about four miles southwest of Ypres.

If I had got 
the two balloons instead of the air­ 
plane, I probably would not have lost 
my machine, for he would in all proba­ 
bility have gone on home and not both­ 
ered about getting my range and caus­ 
ing the destruction of my machine. 
I landed in a part of the country 
that was literally covered with shell 
holes. 
Fortunately my machine was 
not badly damaged by the forced land­ 
ing. I leisurely got out, walked around 
it to see what the damage was, and 
concluded that it could be easily re­ 
paired. 
In fact, I thought if I could 
find a space long enough between shell 
holes to get a start before leaving the 
ground that I would be able to fly on 
from there.
